WAS DISCOVERED 
NEAR ATHABASCA 


Edmonton, Oct. 18—The Bulletin re- 
cently curried the following story of 
another mineral find jafthe north: 

A whole yalley of almost pure iron 
lying on the shores of Lake Athnbis- 
ca, with deep water rights to the claim 
has been discovered in the north by 
Norman C. Butterfield and FE. A. But- 
terfield. “Analysis shows that {ft fs 
64.36 pure iron, 154 million tons in 
the shape of loose blocks is lying on 
the surface of the ground close to the! 
lake ready for shipping without any 
mining eferations being necessary, 
The iron was discovered in the north 
by Mr. Butterfield and his son, the 
finding being purely accidental. They 
had gone to Fond du Lac on the east 
end of the lake, at the time when 
this district was the scene of a big 
stampede for nickel. Returning, their 
canoe was forced ashore on the rocky 
rim of an ice puck, and where they 
landed the beach was covered with the 
iron ore, the discovery of which is 
now given to the public for the first 
time. 

Careful measurements were taken of 
the claims and maps made. The steel 
tape was run over the outcropping 
jron ore, and on a computation jt wis 
found that at least there ig 154 mil- 
Non tons available, but this figure, it 
fg sald, will be exceeded when oper- 
ation of the ore is commenced, In 
addition, vast quantities of the ore is 
lying loose on the ground, and all 
that is required is to remove it to 
the water front and ship it to the 
smelter, The Butterfields for the last 
16 years have been residents of the 
Edmonton district, and in addition to 
the present find, discovered a vast 
deposit of coking coal in the Prazeau 
country. Tis latter deposit has been 
proved by the diamond drill to contain 
100,000,000 tons of coal suitable for 
the reduction of iron ore, and the <ind- 
ing of this field resulted in the sale 
of the mineral rights for a very large 
figure by the discoverers.

present day linen spinning mills are 
furnished: The discovery of a pro- 
cess for the mechanical spinning of 
linen yarn’ for weaving. into cloth 
by power loom. was much’ slower 
than in the corresponding case of 
cotton, 

There are two branches in the 
modern manufacture, spinning and 
Weaving, to which may be added 
bleaching and various finishing pro- 
cesses. The flax fibre is received 
in bundles from the scutch mills and 
after having been classed into vari- 
ous grades according to the quality

When the manufacture of linen in 
Canada was successfully started, the 
idea was to purchase yarns from the 
Continental and Irish:spinnine mills, 
who were being supplied with Rus- 
sian_flax, at a price much below 
that for which flax could be grown 
in Canada.’
